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County payroll 
approved; garbage 
issue unsettled

The Powell County Fiscal 
Court has pushed right up 
against the end of the fiscal 
year to settle a few issues. Two 
major one deal with the coun¬ 
ty employees payroll and gar¬ 
bage collection. Both seemed 
to be in danger during a spe¬ 
cial meeting on Wednesday, 
June 25. 

But both were handled, at 
least for now, in another spe¬ 
cial meeting this past Monday 
night. New pay raises will 
begin and there should be 
garbage collection while the 
county looks at taking legal 
action. 

The first problem came up 
with the garbage collection. 
The county’s contract with 
Rumpke out of Mount Ster¬ 
ling effectively runs out in 
July. Rumpke had asked the 
county to renew a contract 
and had asked for an increase 
from $13.79 to $15.20 per 
household. But the county 
was not sure about that deal 
and, apparently according to 
the discussion, decided to re¬ 
bid the contract. 

However at last week’s 
meeting county judge Execu¬ 
tive James Anderson advised 
Rumpke’s representative, Sta¬ 
cy Chambers, that the county 
would renew the current con¬ 
tract at the old rate of $13.79. 


That is when the early fire¬ 
works began. 

“You rejected that.” Cham¬ 
bers told Anderson, pointing 
to the fact that the county 
rebid the contract. Anderson 
immediately advised that the 
county had not rejected the 
contract despite rebidding 
the contract. Saying that the 
contract Rumpke provided 
stated that “. . . upon mutual 
agreement and approval of 
the county...” the magistrates 
were in mutual agreement to 
keep the current contract at 
the current rate. 

“You mean to tell me that 
we have to honor the renewal 
at the existing rate,” Cham¬ 
bers asked seemingly shocked 
and upset at the notion. An¬ 
derson advised that after 
checking with the county at¬ 
torney, who was not present 
at the special meeting, that 
indeed the county had agreed 
and the contract provided by 
Rumpke could be renewed at 
the current rate. 

“But you voted to bid it out 
didn’t you,” Chamber asked. 
“We never rejected it,” Ander¬ 
son replied. “It is obvious that 
to bid it out you rejected our 
proposal,” Chambers coun¬ 
tered. “Your proposal is not 
legal,” Anderson stated.

The old saying goes that 
nothing good happens in 
town after midnight. That 
may depend on what side of 
the law you are on. An ear¬ 
ly morning traffic stop last 
Thursday helped lead Pow¬ 
ell County deputies to four 
pounds of marijuana. 

At approximately 1:15 a.m. 
Deputies Robert Richardson 
and Marty Tipton made a 
traffic stop for a minor traffic 
violation on Irvine Road just 
south of Clay City. The ner¬ 
vous nature of the occupants 
led to a search of the vehicle 
where nearly eight ounces of 
marijuana was found. 

Deputies found a pink 
backpack which held a con¬ 
tainer with two small bags of 


marijuana and a pair of scis¬ 
sors. They also found a large 
gallon plastic bag partially full 
of the drug and a marijuana 
cigarette under the passen¬ 
ger floor mat. The unofficial 
weight of the drugs found in 
the car was 7.1 ounces. An ar¬ 
rest report by Deputy Tipton 
indicated that Collins alleged¬ 
ly admitted to transferring the 
drugs from one person to an¬ 
other. 

Followup interviews of the 
two occupants led to Robin 
Collins, a passenger in the car, 
being charged and a search 
warrant for a residence on 
Black Creek Road being is¬ 
sued. At 4:30 a.m. Deputies 
Larry Patterson, Richardson 
and Tipton, as well as Stanton 
Police Lt. Arthur Lacy served 
the warrant. Once inside 
the home the officers found 
approximately three and a

Sheriff’s office drug arrests heating up

It appears that as summer 
heats up, so do the drug op¬ 
erations of the local law en¬ 
forcement. A drug investiga¬ 
tion conducted by detectives 
at the Powell County Sheriff’s 
Office led to the service of 
two search warrants and four 
arrests on Tuesday, June 24. 

At approximately 7 p.m., 
Sheriff Danny Rogers and his 
deputies descended on two 
different homes on Frames 
Branch Road in Clay City 
Numerous bottles of pills, 
drug paraphernalia, and 
money used in the illegal sale 
of narcotics was seized during 
the search. Rogers and the 
deputies arrested four people 


at the scene. Those arrested 
and their charges were: 

• Scotty R. Hall, 59, of Clay 
City was charged with traf¬ 
ficking first degree second of¬ 
fense, possession first degree 
(two counts), possession sec¬ 
ond degree (two counts), and 
possession third degree; 

• Jason Fouch, 28, of Clay 
City was charged with two 
counts of possession first 
degree, possession second 
degree and possession third 
degree; 

• Joshua Dunn, age and ad¬ 
dress not listed, was arrested 
on an outstanding warrant 
and charged with possession 
of Marijuana; and 

• Brandon Dunn, age and 
address not listed, was arrest¬ 
ed on an outstanding warrant. 


Rogers office has acknowl¬ 
edged that further charges are 
pending. One arrest report 
indicates that there may be 
video and audio evidence in 
the case. 

A fifth arrest has been made 
in connection to the search 
warrants served last Tuesday 
evening. Doyle Conner, 38, 
of Clay City was taken into 
custody by Deputies Robert 
Richardson and Marty Tipton 
last Thursday evening after he 
was found hiding in a resi¬ 
dence on Frames Branch. 

Conner was arrested on an 
outstanding Powell Coun¬ 
ty indictment warrant for 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine. He faces additional 
drug charges stemming from 
earlier investigation. 


Safety precautions with fireworks prevents injuries 


Cookouts, parades and pa¬ 
triotic fireworks displays - all 
are traditions for the Fourth 
of July holiday Although 
most families take precau¬ 
tions to protect themselves 
and their children against 
the potential dangers of fire¬ 
works, thousands visit the 
emergency room every year - 
often with eye injuries. 

“Fireworks are a tradition 
when celebrating the Fourth 
of July but safety should be 
the top priority” said Dr. Mi¬ 
chael K. Smith, an optome¬ 
trist in Danville. “Children 
are especially vulnerable to 
injury from fireworks, partic¬ 
ularly sparklers since they are 
handled at such close range.” 


To help prevent eye inju¬ 
ries during firework season, 
the Kentucky Optometric 
Association recommends the 
following tips to help protect 
and preserve eyesight during 
the Fourth of July holiday: 

• Discuss firework safety 
with children and teens prior 
to July 4. 

• Don’t allow children to 
handle fireworks, and never 
leave them unsupervised near 
fireworks. 

• Wear protective eyewear 
when lighting and handling 
fireworks of any kind. 

• Store fireworks, matches 
and lighters in a secure place 
where children won’t find 
them. 


• Don’t buy sparklers. Heat¬ 
ing up to 2,000 degrees or 
hotter, sparklers are the No. 
1 cause of fireworks injuries 
requiring trips to the emer¬ 
gency room. 

• Be aware of your sur¬ 
roundings, and only light 
fireworks when family 
friends and children are at a 
safe distance. 

“If a firework-related eye 
injury occurs, always follow 
up with a full optometric eye 
exam,” said Smith, who also 
is a KOA board member. “An 
optometrist will help ensure 
that the injury heals correctly 
and will continue to monitor 
for future vision problems.”

matter as long as the coun¬ 
ty agrees and they do not have 
to come to an agreement with 
the company. She then stated 
she would have the company’s 
legal department speak to the 
county’s legal counsel. The 
vote to renew at the current 
rate was passed by a 4-0 vote. 
Magistrates John Barker and 
Ricky Creed were not present. 

At the special meeting 
this past Monday, with King 
present, the issue became 
more clear. King explained 
that the county has a one 
year contract with Rumpke 
which runs out in July. “We 
have an option to renew if we 
choose and in their proposal 
they gave us last year there 
were increments for a pos¬ 
sible increase, but they did 
not put that in the contract,” 
King said. “They can’t have a 
renewal contract that is open 
ended with no listed rate. You 
can’t do that.” 


King explained that when 
Chambers came to the court 
and decided to up the rates 
and make that the renewal 
rate “she placed us in a posi¬ 
tion to where we had to re¬ 
bid.” 

King said he had spoken 
to Rumpke’s legal counsel in 
Ohio and that he company 
could pull out as soon as the 
contract expired, which was 
this past Tuesday. But that 
they wanted to offer a three 
month plan to where the rates 
would rise to $15.20 to insure 
trash pick-up, but the county 
would not receive the $2 fran¬ 
chise fee for each customer. 

“That is still less than the 
others who bid for the job,” 
Anderson explained. Ander¬ 
son asked if the court agreed 
could the county and the cus¬ 
tomers recoup the overage 
they pay if the county wins 
any lawsuit against the com¬ 
pany. King advised he be¬ 
lieved it was possible. 

The court agreed, with a 
unanimous vote, to go with 
the three month plan and try 
to work on having Rump¬ 


ke honor the contract. The 
court, with Barker present at 
Monday’s meeting, voted 5-0 
to allow King to pursue legal 
action. King and Anderson 
believe the situation could be 
solved before the three month 
period is completed. 

“At least we will have pick¬ 
up services, but I would also 
like to keep the bids we have 
now as a safety valve in case 
things turn out differently,” 
Anderson told the court. “I 
don’t think it will and I be¬ 
lieve we will win this.” 

The next big issue was the 
payroll. Earlier in the fis¬ 
cal year the magistrates had 
agreed to put in their budget 
raises for county employees. 
However, at the meeting it 
was not clear to them why 
some hourly employees re¬ 
ceived 50 cents, while others 
received 25 cents on the hour. 
Still they had questions about 
salaried employees possibly 
receiving a five percent raise. 

Anderson explained that 
each department director had 
a chance to review their bud¬ 
gets to see how best to spend

their monies. Some employ¬ 
ees would receive a different 
raise that others in the coun¬ 
ty. For over five minutes the 
magistrates sat reviewing the 
new proposed salaries. Mag¬ 
istrates Donna Gabbard and 
Eck Snowden, Jr. questioned 
as to why all the employees 
were not getting the same 
raise. 

For another 17 minutes the 
magistrates reviewed and dis¬ 
cussed. But the motion to ac¬ 
cept the new salaries died for 
lack of a second. The magis¬ 
trates decided to hold another 
meeting on Monday to try to 
settle the issue before the end 
of the fiscal year. The new 
year begins on July 1. 

Some were concerned how 
they would be able to pay 
anyone until the issue was 
resolved. Apparently each 
employees rate has to be 
manually plugged into the 
computer database. Though it 
was not clear as to how new 
rates not being entered would 


stop payroll being issued at 
current rates until the issue is 
resolved. 

At Monday’s meeting there 
was still some discussion 
about the payroll. Magistrates 
Myers Arnett and John Bark¬ 
er asked about various em¬ 
ployees and the raises they 
received, without mention¬ 
ing any names. At one point 
Arnett thought that some 
employees did not receive a 
raise and Barker believed that 
one employee was “not worth 
half” of the raise they were re¬ 
ceiving or asking for. 

After a short discussion the 
court voted 5-0 to approve 
the raises and new payroll as 
it was budgeted. However, 
Snowden made a motion that 
unless someone was promot¬ 
ed to a higher or different po¬ 
sition, no one would be eligi¬ 
ble for a raise until July 1 of 
each year. Anderson said he 
had no problem with it except 
the elected offices like sheriff, 
jailer and county clerk. They 


have their own budgets and 
are elected to the positions, 
therefore they do not work 
directly under the court’s au¬ 
thority when it comes to sal¬ 
aries. 

Snowden’s motion was 
passed unanimously. 

The court did accept An¬ 
them insurance for the em¬ 
ployees. Anthem provided 
the best rates for the employ¬ 
ees and the county, according 
to sales representative and 
Elkins Insurance agent Josie 
Hollon. The magistrates ac¬ 
cepted a plan that had a $ 1,000 
deductible and would cost the 
county $475.60 for each em¬ 
ployee. Employees can add 
family but that amount would 
come from their pay, as it is 
with most employers. 

According to Hollon, Unit¬ 
ed Health’s rate was $929.16 
for a $1,000 deductible and 
Humana’s rate was $1,252.98 
for each individual. The mag¬ 
istrates accepted Anthem 
with a unanimous vote.

So this Fourth of July between the pool parties, cook-outs and fireworks, take a little time to reflect on what has been done to make us a free nation for 238 years and honor the fact, plus 
appreciate it. 

Happy Birthday America! May God Bless us and keep us as One Nation, Under God, Indivisible with Liberty and Justice for All! 


The Declaration 

Philadelphia 

July 4, 1776 

The Unanimous Declaration of the Thirteen United States of America. 

When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one people to dissolve 
the Political Bands which have connected them with another, and to assume among the 
Powers of the Earth, the separate and equal Station to which the Laws of Nature and of 
Nature’s God entitle them, a decent Respect to the Opinions of Mankind requires that 
they should declare the causes which impel them to the Separation. 

We hold these Truths to be self-evident, that all Men are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty and the Pursuit of Happiness — That to secure these Rights, Governments are 
instituted among Men, deriving their just Powers from the Consent of the Governed, 
that whenever any Form of Government becomes destructive to these Ends, it is the 
Right of the People to alter or to abolish it, and to institute new Government, laying 
its Foundation on such Principles and organizing its Powers in such Form, as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dic¬ 
tate that Governments long established should not be changed for light and transient 
Causes; and accordingly all Experience hath shown that Mankind are more disposed to 
suffer, while Evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the Forms to 
which they are accustomed. But when a long Train of Abuses and Usurpations, pursu¬ 
ing invariably the same Object, evinces a Design to reduce them under absolute Des¬ 
potism, it is their Right, it is their Duty, to throw off such Government, and to provide 
new Guards for their future Security. Such has been the patient Sufferance of these 
Colonies; and such is now the Necessity which constrains them to alter their former 
Systems of Government. The History of the present King of Great- Britain is a History 
of repeated Injuries and Usurpations, all having in direct Object the Establishment of 
an absolute Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let Facts be submitted to a candid 
World. 

HE has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome and necessary for the public 
Good. 

HE has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of immediate and pressing Impor¬ 
tance, unless suspended in their Operation till his Assent should be obtained; and when 
so suspended, he has utterly neglected to attend to them. 

HE has refused to pass other Laws for the Accommodation of large Districts of 
People, unless those People would relinquish the Right of Representation in the Legis¬ 
lature, a Right inestimable to them and formidable to Tyrants only. 

HE has called together Legislative Bodies at Places unusual, uncomfortable, and 
distant from the Depository of their public Records, for the sole Purpose of fatiguing 
them into Compliance with his Measures. 

HE has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for opposing with manly Firm¬ 
ness his Invasions on the Rights of the People. 

HE has refused for a long Time, after such Dissolutions, to cause others to be elect¬ 
ed; whereby the Legislative Powers, incapable of Annihilation, have returned to the 
People at large for their exercise; the State remaining in the meantime exposed to all the 
Dangers of Invasion from without, and the Convulsions within. 

HE has endeavored to prevent the Population of these States; for that Purpose ob¬ 
structing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners; refusing to pass others to encour¬ 
age their Migration hither, and raising the Conditions of new Appropriations of Lands. 

HE has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by refusing his Assent to Laws for 
establishing Judiciary Powers. 

HE has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the Tenure of their Offices, and 
the Amount and Payment of their Salaries. 

HE has erected a Multitude of new Offices, and sent hither Swarms of Officers to 
harass our People, and eat out their Substance. 

HE has kept among us, in Times of Peace, Standing Armies without the consent of 
our Legislature. 

HE has affected to render the Military independent of and superior to Civil Power. 

HE has combined with others to subject us to a Jurisdiction foreign to our Consti¬ 
tution, and unacknowledged by our Laws; giving his Assent to their Acts of pretended 
Legislation: 

FOR quartering large Bodies of Armed Troops among us: 

FOR protecting them, by mock Trial, from Punishment for any Murders which they 
should commit on the Inhabitants of these States: 

FOR cutting off our Trade with all Parts of the World: 

FOR imposing Taxes on us without our Consent: 

FOR depriving us in many Cases, of the Benefits of Trial by Jury: 

FOR transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretended Offences: 

FOR abolishing the free System of English Laws in a neighboring Province, estab-

lishing therein an arbitrary Government, and enlarging its Boundaries so as to render 
it at once an Example and fit Instrument for introducing the same absolute Rule into 
these Colonies: 

FOR taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valuable Laws, and altering 
fundamentally the Forms of our Governments: 

FOR suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring themselves invested with Pow¬ 
er to legislate for us in all Cases whatsoever. 

HE has abdicated Government here, by declaring us out of his Protection and wag¬ 
ing War against us. 

HE has plundered our Seas, ravaged our Coasts, burned our Towns, and destroyed 
the Lives of our People. 

HE is, at this Time, transporting large Armies of foreign Mercenaries to compleat 
the Works of Death, Desolation, and Tyranny, already begun with circumstances of 
Cruelty and Perfidy, scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous Ages, and totally unwor¬ 
thy the Head of a civilized Nation. 

HE has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on the high Seas to bear Arms 
against their Country, to become the Executioners of their Friends and Brethren, or to 
fall themselves by their Hands. 

HE has excited domestic Insurrections amongst us, and has endeavored to bring on 
the Inhabitants of our frontiers, the merciless Indian Savages, whose known Rule of 
Warfare, is undistinguished Destruction of all Ages, Sexes and Conditions. 

IN every stage of these Oppressions we have Petitioned for Redress in the most 
humble Terms: Our repeated Petitions have been answered only by repeated Injury. A 
Prince, whose Character is thus marked by every act which may define a Tyrant, is unfit 
to be the Ruler of a free People. 

NOR have we been wanting in Attentions to our British Brethren. We have warned 
them from Time to Time of attempts by their Legislature to extend an unwarrantable 
Jurisdiction over us. We have reminded them of the Circumstances of our Emigration 
and Settlement here. We have appealed to their native Justice and Magnanimity, and 
we have conjured them by the Ties of our common Kindred to disavow these Usurpa¬ 
tions, which, would inevitably interrupt our Connections and Correspondence. They 
too have been deaf to the Voice of Justice and Consanguinity. We must, therefore, ac¬ 
quiesce in the Necessity, which denounces our Separation, and hold them, as we hold 
the rest of Mankind, Enemies in War, in Peace, Friends. 

WE, therefore, the Representatives of the UNITED STATES of AMERICA, in Gen¬ 
eral Congress, Assembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge of the World for the Rec¬ 
titude of our Intentions, do, in the Name, and by the Authority of the good People of 
these Colonies, solemnly Publish and Declare, that these United Colonies are, and of 
Right ought to be, FREE AND INDEPENDENT STATES; that they are absolved from 
all Allegiance to the British Crown, and that all political Connection between them and 
the State of Great Britain, is and ought to be totally dissolved; and that as FREE AND 
INDEPENDENT STATES, they have full Power to levy War, conclude Peace, contract 
Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all other Acts and Things which INDEPEN¬ 
DENT STATES may of right do. And for the support of this Declaration, with a firm 
Reliance on the Protection of Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our 
Lives, our Fortunes, and our sacred Honor.

‘Readers Recipes 

CROCK POT CHICKEN & DRESSING 

1 - recipe homemade cornbread (9x13in) or 2 - 6 oz packages yellow cornbread mix, 
prepared (not corn muffin mix - corn muffins are sweet corn bread is not) 

5 - boneless, skinless chicken breasts, cooked or use rotisserie 

2 - slices bread, hamburger or hot dog buns, toasted 

2 - eggs, hard boiled 

1 - small onion, chopped 

2 - stalks celery, chopped 

1-2 tsp sage, to your taste 

1-2 tsp poultry seasoning, to your taste 

Salt and pepper, to taste 

2 - 10.5 oz cans cream of chicken soup 

1 - stick (1/2 cup) butter or margarine, melted 

2 - cups low sodium chicken broth 

Directions: 

Prepare and bake corn bread according to package directions (9x13in pan) and set aside 
to cool. While the cornbread cools, poach or simmer the chicken breasts (you can also use 
store bought rotisserie or a homemade roast chicken). Season the chicken with salt and 
pepper and place in a saucepan or skillet. Add enough water to cover the chicken pieces. 
Bring the water to a boil then reduce heat to a simmer. Simmer the chicken for 10 min¬ 
utes. Turn off heat and let the chicken sit in the hot water for another 10 minutes. Remove 
chicken to a plate and let cool. In a very large bowl add the crumbled cornbread. Tear the 
toasted bread into pieces and add to the cornbread. Add onion, celery, hard boiled eggs, 
sage, poultry seasoning, one can cream of chicken soup, chicken broth, melted butter and 
salt and pepper to taste. Gently mix everything together. Spray a 6 quart crock pot with 
baking spray. Spread half of the second can of cream of chicken soup on the bottom of the 
crock pot. Top with 1/3 of the dressing. Add half of the cooked chicken, breaking it into 
pieces as you add it. Top with 1/3 more of the dressing, remaining chicken and the last of 
the dressing. Spread the remaining half can of the cream of chicken soup on top. Cover 
and cook on low for 4 hours.

We are writing in order to 
proclaim our robust opposi¬ 
tion to the proposed quarry 
site on Furnace Mountain. At 
this point in our lives, we had 
hoped to retire with the in¬ 
tention of spending our days 
of leisure in tranquility at our 
home on the Mountain. After 
all, the view is spectacular; we 
have built decks on both the 
front and back of our modest 
home; we installed fire pits 
out in the yard for the enjoy¬ 
ment of cool and crisp eve¬ 
nings; and we created a wood¬ 
land walking path adjacent to 
our home in memory of our 
late son, Todd. 

We moved here more than 
20 years ago and have spent 
much of that time working to 
further the peaceful environ¬ 
ment that is a natural part of 
this lovely mountain ridge. 
Now we find that because 
Powell County has failed to 
protect the mountain with 
proper zoning regulations, 
our entire lives are at stake. 
We live around 4 miles from 
the proposed quarry site - 
probably less than that as the 
crow flies. We are told that we 
will be able to feel the vibra¬ 
tions from the blasting. 

If the quarry is permitted to 
occur, there will be dust in the 
air almost constantly - dust 
containing only-God-knows 
what. We already know that 
it will likely contain both ar¬ 
senic and selenium - that is 
almost a given. Without any 
environmental studies hav¬ 
ing been done, there is really 


no way to know just how bad 
the air will become. Howev¬ 
er, because I have allergies to 
dust, it certainly will not help 
with my almost perpetual 
fight against sinus infections. 
I am likely to become “house 
bound,” rather than being 
able to enjoy the outdoors the 
way that we have planned. 

My neighbors will likely 
be forced to simply eliminate 
their backyard pool - it will 
cost them a small fortune to 
attempt daily upkeep in order 
to try to filter the limestone 
dust out of the water 

But my two most promi¬ 
nent concerns are the effects 
of such a mine upon local wa¬ 
ter quality and upon the wild¬ 
life in the region.. 

In its natural state, this area 
of our county is plentiful with 
wildlife - both animal and 
plant. We view black bears, 
fox, wild turkeys, deer, rac¬ 
coons, bobcats, bats, squirrel, 
rabbits, owls, raptors, doves, 
and grouse. Plant life on the 
mountain has the same level 
of variety. The morel mush¬ 
rooms or “dry land fish” that 
so many of our people hunt 
for and consume will be de¬ 
stroyed, and who knows 
whether they will ever be able 
to make a comeback? 

The most well established 
consequence from karst min¬ 
ing is its effect on the water 
table and on water quality. It 
has been reported that 25% 
of the nation’s drinking water 
comes from karst aquifers. 
Surface level water in karst ar¬ 
eas flows into caves and sink¬ 
holes rapidly, receiving very 
little filtration. Therefore, 
pollutants from a mining site 
have the ability to travel great 
distances underground, con¬ 
taminating wells, springs, and 
aquifers. Because karst areas 
contain some of the most 
fragile ecosystems on Earth, 
cave conservation is extreme¬ 
ly important; it is vital to im¬ 
proving water quality. 

According to the Nation¬ 
al Speleological Society, Inc.: 
“In karst areas, sinkholes 
often lead to cave passages, 


to underground rivers, and 
into the underground aqui¬ 
fers that supply the drinking 
water. Polluted runoff into 
caves is especially dangerous 
because it frequently leads to 
drinking water pollution. In 
these regions, the unexpected 
collapse of the surface (along 
with any buildings above) can 
be triggered by drought and 
underground water deple¬ 
tion, or by excessive runoff 
from over development.” 

It is not like we are just 
imagining what might oc¬ 
cur. The relationship be¬ 
tween environmental damage 
and quarrying has been well 
documented for more than 
50 years. The effects of the 
engineering involved in an 
active quarry include: loss 
of habitat; noise; dust, vibra¬ 
tions, traffic, chemical spills, 
erosion, sedimentation, visual 
effects, and dereliction of the 
mined site. 

In addition, there is also the 
potential for what is known as 
“cascading impacts.” In other 
words, the removal of rock 
can alter the natural system, 
which then responds, caus¬ 
ing another impact, which 
causes yet another, etc. This 
type of consequence may well 
continue after the mining has 
ceased. 

We fail to understand how 
any person or corporation 
who wants to mine seems to 
be able to manage to do so in 
spite of laws and regulations 
meant to protect private land- 
owners. It is unfathomable 
that producing gravel for the 
profit of a few can actual¬ 
ly be permitted to destroy 
an area replete with natural 
beauty and wildlife, particu¬ 
larly when those are the very 
things that draw tourists to 
our area. This proposed proj¬ 
ect will affect the quality of 
life for hundreds of people - 
both those who live here and 
those who visit so frequently. 

Please do whatever you can 
to stop this atrocity.

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Battle of the bugs has begun

Well folks its that time of 
the year again, this hot humid 
weather has resulted in one 
of our most annoying pests 
coming into the radar again. 
If you’ve ever had a picnic 
outside and sat on the grass, 
picked blackberries, worked 
in the garden or just took 
a hike through the woods, 
then no doubt you are famil¬ 
iar with the chigger. Chiggers 
can cause some of the most 
unrelenting and annoying 
pain and itching, which seems 
like the worst that is human¬ 
ly possible. Chiggers are the 
larval form of several species 
of mites. The mite larva is 
the only one that causes any 
irritation to humans in the 
form of chigger or chigger 
like bites. They are common¬ 
ly found feeding on wild and 
domestic species, including 
snakes, turtles, birds, rodents 
and domestic pets like dogs 
and cats. 

The mite larva crawl 
around until given the oppor¬ 
tunity to attach themselves 
to a suitable host. They are 
common to overgrown ar¬ 
eas and areas that are shaded 
and humid areas near stream 
banks, under trees or in berry 
thickets. However there are 
several myths about chiggers 
that are not true. Even before 
writing this article I was cer¬ 
tain that they burrowed into 
the skin of their host, but that 
simply is not true. Turns out, 
once the chigger is attached to 
a hair follicle, it uses its spe¬ 
cialized mouthparts to inject 
their host with saliva. In their 
saliva there are chemicals that 
breakdown flesh so that the 
chigger can then ingest the 
liquefied tissue. They will feed 
for three or four days, then 
detach and eventually be¬ 
come mature adults. The area 
that turns red on the chigger 
bite and itches something ter¬ 


rible is caused by an allergic 
reaction to the saliva of the 
chigger. 

There are several ways to 
protect yourself from chig¬ 
gers. One way to protect 
yourself is to avoid going into 
areas that may put you at risk 
of picking up a chigger. This 
may mean avoiding walking 
through unmown fields, or 
hiking only on cleared trails 
that doesn’t have much brush 
that you’ll be in physical con¬ 
tact with. Second, you should 
create a chigger barrier. Wear 
long sleeves and long pants 
when frequenting overgrown 
areas with a lot of brush. Also 
tuck your pant cuffs into your 
boots or socks. Also clothing 
with tightly woven fibers will 
help to keep chiggers off of 
you. 

You can also apply an insect 
repellent, those containing 
DEET or picaradin are com¬ 
mon and easy to use. Shower¬ 
ing right after being outdoors 
also helps lessen the chance 
of getting a chigger bite. This 
will only help to prevent chig¬ 
gers that are not yet attached 
from doing so. Remember, 
while chiggers are most com¬ 
mon in brushy areas, they 
can be found on lawns, under 
trees, parks camps and recre¬ 
ational areas. 

Bagworms are back! 

Have you ever gone on va¬ 
cation to come back to what 
once was a beautiful blue 
spruce tree or arborvitae 
shrub, to an unsightly, dead 
tree? Bagworms can attack 
your special shrubs and trees 
in a week without notice and 
destroy this addition to your 
landscape. 

No doubt everyone has 
seen the destructive nature 
of the bagworm in action, 
they can take the prettiest 
tree or shrub and turn it into 
a skeleton compared to what 
it once was. They are hard to 
miss with their one and a half 
inch to two-inch long spindle 


shaped bags that can be seen 
hanging from the twigs of a 
wide variety of trees. While 
noticeable, the bags made by 
the bagworm are often mis¬ 
taken for pinecones or other 
plant structures. 

While the female moth of 
this species cannot fly nature 
found a way to disperse bag- 
worms over vast areas. This 
is done in the same fashion 
of many spider species. The 
tiny bagworm larvae spin a 
silk thread that catches the 
wind and allows the larva to 
float on the wind. This act is 
called ballooning. Eggs are 
laid by the female in the bags 
that served as cocoons for 
last years females. The eggs 
sit dormant through the win¬ 
ter and hatch out during the 
month of May and then their 
onslaught begins on your pre¬ 
cious shrubs and trees. 

If only one or two shrubs 
are bothered by bagworms, 
then the bags that the worms 
reside in can simply be picked 
off and destroyed. Also if 
that is not an option then of 
course you can apply a insec¬ 
ticide containing Carbaryl 
(Sevin), Bifenthrin or Perme- 
thrin. The best time to apply 
insecticides for the control of 
bagworms is while the larva 
are still small and less than V 2 
inch long. Many times though 
bagworms are not diagnosed 
until the host plant has bee 
damaged. 

It is important to note that 
the bagworm is not the same 
thing as an eastern tent cater¬ 
pillar. Bagworms have a ten¬ 
dency to like conifer trees but 
can be found on hardwoods 
and other deciduous trees and 
shrubs as well. Eastern tent 
caterpillars hatch in the early 
spring, right around the time 
that the leaves start to come 
out on the trees. Also as men¬ 
tioned before the bagworm 
can be noticed much later in 
the year, somewhere around 
the month of may

Millions of Mites 

Many times in the yard or 
garden, plants sometimes just 
stop looking healthy and stop 
growing so well with no out¬ 
ward signs of disease. Many 
times you would look at the 
plant, inspect it but see no 
outward clue in particular as 
to what caused the un-thrift- 
iness. Your first instinct may 
tell you that this was caused by 
a disease, but would you have 
ever thought that it could be a 
tiny mite? At this time of year, 
the twospotted spider mite is 
in its prime, loving this hot 
weather and the lush growth 
of your ornamental plants. 
This tiny pest can be more 
easily diagnosed if you take 
a white piece of paper, hold it 
under a branch of the affect¬ 
ed plant and then shake that 
branch. Any mites that may 
be on that branch would then 
be jarred loose and will be 
much more noticeable against 
the white background. 

There are over 1,200 spe¬ 
cies of mite and there are four 


that seem to be the biggest 
bother here in Kentucky for 
gardeners. While the three 
other species of mite do bet¬ 
ter in the cooler months of 
fall and spring, the twospot¬ 
ted spider mite is completely 
different because it prefers 
the hot days of summer. As 
a result of this, around this 
time of year, their population 
explodes. So plants infested 
with just a few mites this time 
of year, can quickly become 
an appealing temporary home 
for potentially thousands of 


mites. Basically Much like the 
bagworms mentioned above, 
mites attack your shrubs 
overnight and can destroy 
your shrub simply while you 
are on vacation. 

To control mites, regular 
inspection of plants is needed 
and a malathion containing 
product should be applied to 
your ornamental plants. As 
always, please contact the 
Powell County Extension 
Office at 663-6404 with any 
questions regarding pesticide 
use or insect control.

Congress for adoption. Upon adoption of that 
document, the United States became a free and 
independent nation.

Whereas, the City of Clay City is faced with ever increasing operational costs associ¬ 
ated with the maintenance and operation of its existing water and sewer systems and in 
order to protect the financial stability of the City of Clay City, it is deemed as necessary 
and appropriate by the City Council of the city of Clay city to increase the charges for 
services being provided by the City of Clay City; 

NOW BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF CLAY CITY, KENTUCKY AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

Section 1 . The following are adopted as the water and sewer rates for water and sewer 
service provided by the City of Clay City. 

A) WATER RATES 
Gallons used per month 
First 2,000 gallons (inside city limits)

C) HOOKUP FEES

All hookups will be required to pay a $25 inspection fee in addition to the above charge;

Powell Valley Millwork announces expansion plans 


(Submitted by the Powell 
County Industrial Authority) 


The first thing Jimmy 
Thornberry stresses when 
he talks about the operation 
at Powell Valley Millwork is 
“Teamwork” 

“We have many talented 
people who make this com¬ 
pany successful,” he said. He 
and his father Jim Thornber¬ 
ry have been in the millwork 
business together for over 15 
years. They owned and op¬ 
erated a similar company lo¬ 
cated in Montgomery County 
until they sold the business in 
2007. 

“We missed it,” he said. 
“Missed the people and 
missed the work.” When they 
decided to go back into the 
wood products business and 
started looking around for a 
place to locate, “We looked 
at ten different counties,” he 
said. 

They chose Powell Coun¬ 
ty because it not only was 
“close to our home base, but 
the people we dealt with here 
were the most receptive, the 
most action oriented,” he said, 
speaking of the Powell Coun¬ 
ty Industrial Authority. “We 
liked their energy and they 
have the right attitude to put 
the process together to bring 
the business to Powell Coun¬ 
ty” 

The Thornberrys and their 
partners purchased Red Riv¬ 
er Hardwoods February 17, 
2014, and began putting 
together their “team.” That 
team includes owners Jimmy 
Thornberry and his father 
Jim; his son Michael, who is 
new to the operation; partner 
and General Manager Brian 
Lambert who has 28 years 
of experience in the indus¬ 
try; partner and Operations 
Manager Dale Budke with 36 
years experience; Plant Man¬ 
ager Eddie Walton with 20 
years’ experience; and Office 
Manager Sandy Taulbee with 
18 years’ experience. Wal¬ 
ton had been with Red River 
Hardwoods for 20 years and 
Taulbee for 12 years. 


“Our team and employees 
are the most important part 
of our operation and the most 
valuable,” Thornberry said. 

Powell Valley Millwork sits 
on an 80-acre site at 588 Lofty 
Heights Road, Clay City. The 
beautiful log office complex 
can be seen from the Moun¬ 
tain Parkway. “There are 25 
acres of level grade,” Thorn¬ 
berry noted. “I have a lot of 
respect for what Henry and 
Sandy Pettit (former owners 
of the property) have accom¬ 
plished here,” he said. “This is 
a good opportunity with the 
right infrastructure - a good 
base on which to build and 
grow. We rehired all the for¬ 
mer employees and have add¬ 
ed about 10 new employees. 
We have a total of 45 now and 
will be adding a second shift 
in July. We expect to have 
about 60 employees before 
the end of this year. There are 
10 buildings on site currently 
and we will be adding another 
within 18 months.” 

During a recent tour by 
board members of the Powell 
County Industrial Authori¬ 
ty, grade improvements were 
still underway by Walker 
Construction. Exterior im¬ 
provements include a new 
air-drying yard for more in¬ 
ventory, drain lines, catch ba¬ 
sins and surface paving. 

“We’ve also made improve¬ 
ments to the buildings,” he 
said, “with all new lighting 
and general repairs as nec¬ 
essary, and added some new 
equipment. We’re also remod¬ 
eling and upgrading the bath¬ 
rooms and break rooms.” 

Powell Valley Millwork 
is considered a hardwood 
re-manufacturing operation. 
They produce moulding and 
millwork products for interi¬ 
or residential trim for sale to 
wholesale distributors. “Our 
product goes all over North 
America but our heaviest de¬ 
mand is from the Midwest,” 
Thornberry said. The species 
of wood most in demand for 
interior mouldings is Poplar. 
“It is a hardwood, but soft 
enough to machine and finish

very well,” he explained. 

The company is proud to 
be a member of KFIA (Ken¬ 
tucky Forest Industry Asso¬ 
ciation) an organization that 
promotes the best practices 
of harvesting trees for a more 
sustainable industry and im¬ 
proved environment. 

“There is a more expand¬ 
ing forest than 60 to 70 years 
ago because of proper forest 
management by foresters and 
loggers. When you cut only 
select trees, you open up the 
forest for the younger trees 
to grow and flourish,” Thorn¬ 
berry explained 

Another thing Powell Val¬ 
ley Millwork is proud of is the 
fact that they use 100 percent 
of the product. Nothing is 
wasted and nothing goes to 
the landfill. They purchase 
only the top three grades of 
“green” sawn lumber from 
sawmills in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. Wood by-products are 
shredded, screened and sold 
as animal bedding. Sawdust 
and chips are captured and 
burned as fuel to create steam 
for the drying kilns. 

Newly arrived lumber is 
stacked on the air-drying 
yard, with sticks between 
each layer to allow air flow 
on all sides. After a month 
on the yard, it’s sent to one of 
the four kilns where tempera¬ 
ture, humidity, and velocity of 
air flow is all computer con¬ 
trolled. The water extracted 
from the lumber is released 
through vents. 

The kiln dried boards are 
planed to uniform thickness 
then gang-ripped to custom¬ 
er-specified sizes. Computer¬ 
ized electronic cameras scan 
each board to detect flaws 
or unwanted characteristics

which are removed by com¬ 
puter-controlled chop saws. 
Random length blocks are 
then put back together with 
glued finger joints to form 
new boards from seven to 16 
feet long. These boards are 
then shaped to a specific pro¬ 
file using high speed mould¬ 
ers. 

There are three moulder 
machines and two more are 
soon to be added. “They mill 
the shape to what the custom¬ 
er wants, to within five-thou¬ 
sandth of an inch,” Thornber¬ 
ry said. “We grind our own 
tooling and can create any de¬ 
sign a customer desires. We’ve 
come a long way from the 15 
chop saws with 15 people 
eye-balling boards for flaws 
and making the decision of 
where to cut,” he said. 

“I can’t emphasize enough 
how much we value our em¬ 
ployees,” Thornberry said. 
“They are our second family 
and we are looking forward 



to hiring more individuals 
from the region. Upgrades 
are geared to team excellence 
and a work environment that 
is clean and safe. Our mantra 
is ‘SQYPH’ which stands for 
Safety, Quality, Yield, Produc¬ 
tion, and Housekeeping. We 
are striving to create a work 
environment to be the best 
we can be.” 

“Powell County has been 


very welcoming, not just the 
officials but other businesses 
and citizens in the region. We 
appreciate what the Powell 
County Industrial Authori¬ 
ty has done to help us locate 
here. They have a very pro-ac¬ 
tive attitude and worked 
hard,” Thornberry said. “We 
are here for the long term. We 
feel good about the future.”
